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INCUMBENTS NAVE TOUGH 
TIME IN GHI ELECTION

Two incumbents were defeated and one incumbent was vic¬ 
torious last week in what was one of the closest Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc, board elections in recent years. In the contest to fill five 
vacancies on the board of directors, incumbents Janet James and 
Norman Weyel finished sixth and seventh by just 15 and 32 votes, 
respectively, __ - 
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Dennis Piendak, assistant city 
manager, informed council that 
funding has been authorized for a 
study to determine the busing 
needs of the community. (This 
funding comes primarily from the 
federal government and from the 
state.) The city has someone ready 
to start preliminary data gathering 
as soon as the funds are available. 

Councilwoman Rhea Cohen asked 
that inquiries be made from Metro 
about the reasons for the curtail¬ 
ment of Sunday and holiday ser¬ 
vice and the elimination of several 
daily runs. She was told that letters 
have been written to Metro about 
service and also about the high 
rates, but because of the recent 
merger Metro has not yet replied to 
the inquiry. 

Day Cafe Petition 

The second petition was present¬ 
ed and an accompanying letter 
read by Mrs. Anne Ewell, 4A Lau¬ 
rel Hill, on behalf of “Greenbelt 
Citizens for Quality Day Care.” The 
letter was also signed by Robert 
Spears and Cynthia Forbes. Their 
petition, signed by 584 residents, 
asked “that council allocate funds 
in the current budget for a study 
to get firm data on financial feasi¬ 
bility of such a project,” Petitioners 
recommended that a committee be 
appointed to gather such data, and 
that the project be brought to ref¬ 
erendum in September. 

Mayor Richard Pilski recom¬ 
mended that this request be con¬ 
sidered at the budget hearing the 
following evening. Council agreed. 

Bicycle Ordinance 
Mrs. Patricia Molden, 53-A Cres¬ 
cent, protested that city trash 
trucks travel too fast in the Cen¬ 
ter area. She also asked that the 
bicycle ordinance be enforced in 
the Center, citing an instance when 
her 18-month-old child narrowly 
escaped injury by a cyclist. 

Mayor Pilski asked Piendak to 
inform the garbage crew of this 
criticism, noting that he had re¬ 
ceived similar complaints. 

Piendak told council that the 
police have been enforcing the 
bike ordinance but did not like to 
“bring in” young children, Coun¬ 
cilwoman Elizabeth Maffay noted 
that some people did forget or did 
not see the signs. To avoid haras¬ 
sing people in this category coun¬ 
cilman Gil Weidenfeld asked that 
an effort be made to find out who 
is breaking the ordinance and to 
fine repeaters. Council felt that the 
50c fine now on the books might 
have to be changed if riding in 
the Center continued to be a pro¬ 
blem. 

Mayor Pilski asked that letters 
be sent to all the schools in the 
locality informing them that the 
ordinance would be strictly en¬ 
forced in the Center, Mrs. Cohen 
suggested that citizens who see bi¬ 
cycles in the Center call police or 
get the bike license number or the 
name and address of the child and 
give them to police. 

Carnivals 

City regulations concerning car¬ 
nivals within the city limits 
brought much discussion. 

City manager James Giese noted 
some problems which arose last 
year: (1) Too much parking lot 
space allotted to the carnival; (2) 
employees rather than city resi-

The winning incumbent — Don¬ 
ald Volk - emerged as top vote 
gatherer with 346 votes. Tied for 
second were former board member 
Stephen Polaschik and newcomer 
Ted Byerly, Filling out the re¬ 
maining two spots in that order 
were newcomer Hugh O'Donnell 
and former board member Joseph 
Comproni. 

Only 13 votes separated the first 
from the fifth-place winners. All 
five candidates received an abso¬ 
lute majority of the 648 votes cast. 

Volk, Polaschik, and Byerly had 
campaigned as part of one slate 
and O’Donnell and Comproni as 
part of another slate. The election 
thus demonstrated once again the 
tendency of GHI voters to be inde¬ 
pendent in their choices and not to 
vote for entire slates. 

The five winning candidates now 
join the present four incumbents — 
Jim Smith, Tom White, Howard 
Brooks, and Tony Lynch — to 
round out the 9-member board. 
The organization of the new board 
and the election of officers will take 
place at the next meeting of the 
board on Thursday, May 31. 

Other Voting 

In the voting for the 3-member 
audit committee there was no con¬ 
test, as only three candidates ran. 
They finished in the following or¬ 
der: Tony McCarthy, 353 votes; 
James Foster, 331 votes; and Robert 
Nelson, 318 votes. 

At the Wednesday evening meet¬ 
ing, a five-member nominations and

elections committee was elected, 
consisting of William Hoff, Marv 
Jane Kinzer, Ted Pritzker, Velma 
Chapman, and Nan Furioso. Other 
candidates nominated were Cathy 
Foster and Shirley Egenreider. 

Bylaw Changes 

Only one proposed bylaw chanp^ 
came to a vote. This change, cal¬ 
ling for a limitation on the term of 
board of directors to two consecu¬ 
tive two-year terms, had been plac¬ 
ed on the voting machine by peti¬ 
tion. The change failed to get the 
necessary two-thirds majority, al¬ 
though a simple majority favored 
its provisions by a 234 to 193 vote. 

All other proposed by-law chang¬ 
es that were to be considered at 
the Wednesday evening meeting 
were tabled upon a motion by Janet 
Siotler of the nominations and elec¬ 
tions committee. Mrs. Stotler asked 
for another review of the proposed 
by-law changes because they had 
not been presented to the member¬ 
ship in exactly the form drafted by 
the committee. 

The 648 votes east in last week's 
election was the third highest in 
GHI’s history. Only the elections 
of 1963 with 903 votes and that of 
1971 with 799 votes surpassed this 
year’s outpouring. Brick home 
owners accounted for 339 of the 
votes, frame homeowners for 309. 
There were 18 proxy votes cast. 

At Wednesday’s evening meeting 
attended by some 250 persons, GHI 
president James Smith announced 
that because of differences with 
management, Director of Mainten¬ 
ance David Kane has been rel-eved 
of his duties. This action, noted 
Smith, “follows an extended p^r’od 
of concentrated effort by the man¬ 
ager, past and present boards to 
improve the operating procedures 
in the maintenance department.” 
Smith said that the board will take 
steps to assure that Kane receives 
an equitable pension benefit and/or 
other considerations. 

In other action at the Wednesday 
meeting, the membership over¬ 
whelmingly endorsed the position 
the GHI board had taken in oppo¬ 
sition to the on-site sewage treat¬ 
ment plant for the Greenbrier 
apartment project. The member¬ 
ship passed a resolution urging 
the corporation to “investigate and 
pursue” appropriate legal actions 
in support of this position. 

The membership also gave a long 
round of applause to departing 
board member Nat Shinderman. 
who received a plaque for his more 
than nine years of service.

Springhill Lake Celebrates 
Its Tenth Anniversary

A dozen years or so ago it was an area densely covered with 
pine trees where boy scout troops once camped out. Today it is 
a community of 10,000 people, almost half the population of 
Greenbelt, and this Saturday, Springhill Lake, a 2,898 unit ap¬ 
artment complex, will celebrate it s tenth anniversary. 

At the groundbreaking ceremo- 


nies in July, 1962 public officials 
expressed the hope that this new 
community would become an inte¬ 
gral part of Greenbelt. Francis L. 
White, then mayor of Greenbelt, 
said that he felt that the Springhill 
Lake project faithfully carried out 
the concept that Greenbelt citizens 
were anxious to continue—the 
maintenance of green areas. 

1962, Greenbelt’s twenty-fifth an¬ 
niversary year, was a crucial year 
in Greenbelt's history. A Novem¬ 
ber 1 editorial in the Greenbelt 
News Review that year noted that 
Greenbelt was on the threshold of 
a period of rapid development. The 
Boxwood subdivision, the extension 
of Lakeside, Beltway Plaza, Klein’s, 
and Springhill Lake were all on the 
way at that time. 

Although many Greenbelters, 
then Mayor White among them, 
looked with favor and enthusiasm 
on this expansion ‘ of the city 
there wer others who feared 
that the traditional identity of 
Greenbelt would be forever altered. 
When Springhill Lake was just be¬ 
ginning to grow there were some 
who felt that the size of the de¬ 
velopment was detrimental to a 
balanced community. 

Road Barriers 

In addition to the reservations 
felt in old Greenbelt about the 
advent of Springhill Lake, topo¬ 
graphical barriers tended to isolate 
the new community from the old 
Greenbelt. Springhill Lake was 
literally cut off from easy access 
to the heart of the city by major 
high wavs that sliced through the 
city. The Beltway and Kenilworth 
Avenue set up an almost insuperable 
barrier of concrete around Soring- 
hill Lake. This made it difficult 
for the two Green belts to work to¬ 
gether. At one time, for example, 
Springhill Lakers tried to partici¬ 
pate in a babysitting pool along 
with residents of old Greenbelt but 
the transnortation problems were 
too difficult. 

Plans to build a bridge over the 
Beltwav connecting Springhill Lake 
with old Greenbelt were often dis¬ 
cussed in the 60's while Springhill 
Lake was growing, but they never 
materialized. 

Springhill Lake grew ranidlv and 
as it did its traffic problems in¬ 
creased. With only one access, Ed- 
monston Road, traffic jams at the 
intersection of Greenbelt Road and 
Kenilworth Avenue were monumen¬ 
tal during morning rush hour. 
Eventually an access road was con¬ 
structed to allow traffic to move out 
directiv on to Kenilworth Avenue 
from Edmonston Road. 

But as the previous problems a- 
rose, a roster of active community 
organizations grew up to solve them. 
Within three or four years. Spring¬ 
hill Lake had political clubs, civic 
associations, and a host of activities 
that continues to expand under the 
promotion of Mrs. Martha Sutton, 
Springhill Lake’s social director. 


Councilmen Elected 

It was only a short step from this 
early social and civic activity in 
Springhill Lake to a larger and 
fuller participation in the life of 
Greenbelt. One event which sig¬ 
nalled this integration of Springhill 
Lake into the city was the election 
of Joel Katz, a resident of Spring¬ 
hill Lake, to the city council in 1969. 
Again in 1971, the voters of Green¬ 
belt picked a Springhill Laker, Gil 
Weidenfeld to serve on the council. 

The last four years have seen the 
city becoming more active in deal¬ 
ing with Springhill Lake problems. 
In 1979 an agreement was worked 
out for the paving of Gentry Drive. 
Soon the construction of a new Rec¬ 
reation center by the city in Spring¬ 
hill Lake will begin. And the re¬ 
cent dedication of the Springhill 
Lake golf course to the city seems 
to be another sign of integration 
and mutual cooperation. 

This Saturday Springhill Lake 
will celebrate its tenth anniversary 
with a day of events including a 
donkey baseball game, music, a bull 
roast, a square dance, and a recog¬ 
nition of 21 families who have 
lived in Springhill Lake for ten 
years. In its festivities as in its 
year-round activities, Springhill 
Lake in its first ten years has made 
its own contribution to Greenbelt 
and seems to justify the prophecies 
of the groundbreakers eleven years 
ago that this would be a community 
with the true Greenbelt spirit. 


Twin Pines To Apply 
For State Insurance 

William Lathom, president of 
Twin Pines Savings and Loan As¬ 
sociation, announced last week 
that Twin Pines is proceeding with 
its application for membership in 
the Maryland Savings Share In¬ 
surance Corporation (MSSIC). 

Meetings will be held soon with 
MSSIC to reduce to writing the 
necessary agreement between Twin 
Pines and MSSIC prior to consid¬ 
eration of insurance of the accounts 
by MSSIC. 

Twin Pines has been advised 
that the State Division of Building 
and Loan Association has been 
favorably impressed with the new 
direction and management of the 
Association. According to Lathom, 
the State Director noted some def¬ 
inite improvement toward compli¬ 
ance with State-required account¬ 
ing and operating procedures. 

Twin Pines is in the process of 
furnishing additional data which 
will be reviewed over the next 
30 days prior to final consideration 
of certification of accounts. 

Lathom said, “It is our intent to 
remain an independent, state char¬ 
tered, thrift institution serving this 
communitv. We are convinced this 
can be achieved in the immediate 
future.”

I wish to express my thanks to 
everyone who worked on my behalf 
in the recent GHI election, and to 
all GHI members who came out to 
vote. However, it is a little dis¬ 
heartening to realize that in a cri¬ 
tical election, only about 40% of 
the membership cast a vote. 

I would also like to comment on 
the referendum proposing a change 
in the by-laws to limit the terms 
of members of the Board of Direc¬ 
tors to 4 years. It failed to pass, but 
received the support of 234 voters. 

It seems to me that the propos¬ 
ed change is not a desirable one. 
Some of the reasons have already 
been pointed out — the wording is 
imprecise, the change would re¬ 
strict the choice available to mem¬ 
bers, etc. But the most, important 
reason is that it is completely un¬ 
necessary. The new Board does not 
have a single member who would 
not be there if the proposed change 
were now in effect. In fact, even 
though I have served on the Board 
for only 2 years, I rank second in 
terms of length of continuous ser¬ 
vice. This certainly does not indi¬ 
cate a problem crying out for 
remedy. It may even be appropri¬ 
ate to start thinking in the oppo¬ 
site direction — what can we do to 
encourage the retention of Board 
members who have experience in 
dealing with the many problems 
which confront our corporation?

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Boxwood Civic Assn. 

by Kathy Gough 
Burglaries and busing dominat¬ 
ed the discussion at the Boxwood 
Civic Association on Wed., May 9 
at the Greenbelt library. 

Acting on a request of Dr. Carl 
Hassel asking citizen input on 
school boundary changes, Boxwood 
president James Parochetti pre¬ 
sented 3 possible alternatives to the 
association: 

1. No action 

2. Boxwood not be bused. This 
would mean some other community 
in Greenbelt would be bused. 

3. ‘Attach a letter outlining the 
Boxwood community sentiments. 

The Association voted to send a 
letter to Dr. Hassel reaffirming its 
position that “Since Boxwood is an 
integrated community, the busing 
of its children to achieve racial 
balance imposes an unfair burden 
■ * • It was also voted to include 
a statement reminding Dr. Hassel 
that the transfer of both Jr. High 
and elementary students in Box¬ 
wood is unfair since some commun¬ 
ities were untouched by the busing 
plan. Sentiments expressed at the 
meeting were unanimous in not 
wanting it implied that its busing 
burdens be shifted to another part 
of Greenbelt. President Parochetti 
was requested to examine other 
communities near Greenbelt to see 
how many were unaffected by the 
fusing plan. 

Burglaries 

In answer to Boxwooders’ con¬ 
cern over 6 recent burglaries, Sgt, 

' "homas Van Valkenburgh spoke a- 
bout home security. 

The Boxwood robberies appear to 
have followed a pattern with the 
burglars knocking on doors asking 
for a false .name until they find an 
empty house. They then break into 
a back door or window, usually 
taking currency. Some T.V.’s and 
stereos have also been stolen. 

Since the D. C. police force has 
been strengthened, more crime is 
occurring in the outlying areas. 
Van Valkenburg stressed the need 
for community alertness and co¬ 
operation in reporting strangers in 
the neighborhood. In one case 
strangers were seen entering a 
neighbor’s house but the police 
weren’t called. Since surprising 
burglars can be dangerous, resi¬ 
dents were warned not to enter 
their homes if they see evidence of 
a break-in, but to go to a neighbor’s 
house end call the police. 

Two films describing home se- 
curity precautions were also shown. 
Van Valkenburgh reassured Box- 
wooders by reporting that 3 of 
the burglaries have been solved 
and suspects were being investigat¬ 
ed in the other 3. 

Recreation Program 
Recreation Director DaraJ.d Lof- 
gren explained the city recreation 
program for the benefit of new 
Boxwood residents. According to 
T ofgren, Greenbelt’s recreation 
program is “the most active for a 
citv of this size in the US” Green¬ 
belt also administered $60,000 worth 
of self-supporting programs while 
all of P.G. countv has $80,000 worth 
of self-supporting programs. 

Other business included a vote 
for a June picnic arid participation 
in the Labor Day Festival. The as¬ 
sociation also passed Don Mc- 
Caughey’s proposal that the Box¬ 
wood Civic Association contact oth 
er neighborhood groups in order to 
f^rm a council of civic associations. 

Suggestions Considered 
Frr School Rosaries 

Changes in school boundaries 
suggested by citizens will be sub¬ 
mitted for the first time to the 
Board of Education at a special 
meeting on Thusdav, May 31, be¬ 
ginning at 10 a.m. in Upper Marl¬ 
boro. 

The Board of Education last 
March approved procedures so that 
citizens could have a hand in the 
process of proposing school boun¬ 
dary changes and adjustments. A 
special form was developed and 
made available to citizens through 
the schools. 

According to School Superintend¬ 
ent Carl Hassel, the Office of Pu¬ 
pil Accounting, responsible for the 
development of school boundaries, 
will review all citizen proposals 
before final recommendations on 
school boundarv changes are sub¬ 
mitted to the Superintendent’s of¬ 
fice and the Board of Education. 


Oharbstomie Board 
Debates Reserve Fund

The first regular monthly meet¬ 
ing of the Charlestowne Village 
board of directors on May 14 saw 
intense discusion of capital reser¬ 
ves, fences, and enforcement of the 
bylaws. 

Treasurer Rick Fagnani present¬ 
ed a previously approved budget of 
$83,352 for 1973-74, of which $3,645 
was set aside for replacement/re¬ 
serve surplus. Frankly admitting 
that they had been unable to ob¬ 
tain exact figures for expected 
maintenance needs from the pre¬ 
vious owners, Bresler & Reiner, the 
board members said that they con¬ 
sidered $3,645 a minimal reserve 
fund. Fred Isaacs spoke on the 
need to build strong reserves now 
in order to forestall large emer¬ 
gency assessments or fee increases. 
Others, however, did not wish to 
contribute to, a fund for the fu¬ 
ture because they intend to sell 
their homes within a few years. 
President Joan Gleckel said that 
the board v/ill require member’s in¬ 
put on needed repairs and experi¬ 
ence in making repairs and re¬ 
placement in order to develop a 
more realistic budget. 

Requests for approval of planned 
fences and complaints about exist¬ 
ing fences aroused a considerable 
controversy, since under the con¬ 
dominium set-up all grounds are 
owned in common. Director Charles 
Marauardt questioned the board’s 
right to authorize any partitioning 
of the common areas for the sole 
use of one owner, and he also asked 
about the responsibility for main¬ 
tenance of fences and enclosed 
areas. 

Several members questioned the 
board’s powers and intentions in 
enforcing the by-laws on fences or 
on other isues. Heather Gossart 
read a letter signed by co-owners 
expressing concern that the fence 
Issue will be a crucial test of the 
board’s relation to the members 
and of its exercise of authority. In 
response, president Joan Gleckel 
cited the board’s powers of en¬ 
forcement, indicating its willing¬ 
ness to take whatever action is 
necessary in the best interest of the 
whole village. Furthermore she 
announced, the board will soon 
notify members of a thirtv-day 
grace period after which all by¬ 
laws will be strictly enforced. 
Other questions discussed in¬ 
cluded parking problems and the 
board’s plan to hold meetings open 
to the co-owners on the second 
Monday of the month. 


CITY NOTES 

Another 15 loads of wood chips 
will be dumped by the city at the 
same locations as two weeks ago 
on Thursday, May 24. This may be 
the last time residents may avail 
themselves of the chips since the 
developer has found someone to 
buy them. 

The swimming pool is expected to 
open on schedule Saturday, May 26. 
The general crew has spent the 
last two weeks getting the pool 
ready. About one third of the pool, 
near the shallow end, has been 
sandblasted and repainted with 
epoxy paint. The rest has been pain¬ 
ted with masonry paint. The wad¬ 
ing pool and diving tank, also have 
been touched up. 

A drainage ditch has been pla¬ 
ced near the wading pool to allevi¬ 
ate the wet and mushy conditions 
which prevail following a rain. 

The Pubic Works Dept, painted 
underpasses white last week in 
preparation for murals to be pain¬ 
ted by children enrolled in Recre¬ 
ation Dept, art classes. The four 
and five-year-olds painted a jungle 
mural on the underpass near the 
library. 

A city employee has been on the 
site of the FDR high school dur¬ 
ing the last week, supervising the 
burning of stumps. Burning has 
just begun during the last few days 
" at the Greenbriar site. 

The vacancy on the refuse crew 
has been filled. 

The city collected 16 ^ tons of 
paper last week; this represents 
twice the amount collected as when 
the papers were put out on a vol¬ 
untary basis. 

Requests for special trash and the 
amount of debris placed -at road¬ 
sides is at its heaviest during this 
time of year as many residents 
are busy spring cleaning. 

The city’s bike sale is slated for 
June 16 at the Ridge Rd, Center. 
People who have lost bikes will 
be able to see the collection by 
appointment the Tuesday preceding 
the sale.

WATER, SEWER RATES 
INCREASED TEN CENTS 

Able for the first time to scru¬ 
tinize the Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission’s budget, 
Prince Georges and Montgomery 
County Councils May 17 trimmed 
approximately $4.6 million from the 
$230 million submission and low¬ 
ered the requested user rate in¬ 
crease by 11 cents per 1,000 gallons 
consumed. 

The lion’s share of budget cuts 
came in personnel where both Coun¬ 
cils followed a consultant recom¬ 
mendation and eliminated 145 po¬ 
sitions from the 207 sought. Initial 
estimates put the personnel savings 
at $2.7 million, calculated to in¬ 
clude fringe benefits and other ov¬ 
erhead expenses. 

Working to erase a $13 million 
working deficiency, both Councils 
voted to set the combined water 
and sewer rate at $1.05 per 1,000 
gallons used rather than the $1.16 
rate WSSC requested. 

Last year’s combined rate was 95 
cents for the approximately 215,000 
households served. Since 1969, WS¬ 
SC has been accumulating a work¬ 
ing deficit.

Twenty-Five Years Ago 

Twenty-five years ago the News Review was known as the 
Greenbelt Cooperator, was published every Thursday, and had 
an office in the basement of 8 Parkway. In its May 6 edition, it 
proudly announced to its readers that it was combating “inflation 
by giving you twice as much for your money.” Delivered free to 
every doorstep, the Cooperator changed to an 8-page paper com¬ 
ing out every Thursday instead of a 4-page paper which came out 
on Fridays. Additional advertising would allow the paper 
to give more space to local clubs and county news, with more 
features and columns. “Our neighbors”, “Teen Talk”, “The Home¬ 
maker”, and “Needle Talk” were already established columns 
with coverage of movies and comments on records promised. Also, 
the paper’s format included a number of pictures, a cartoon, and 
a full page of sports news. 

The Greenbelt Volunteer Rescue Squad was two years old; 
its members had purchased an ambulance with $300 of their own 
funds and built a squad building in the 2 court of Gardenway out 
of a group of three garages. Rent of $1 per year was paid to the 
federal government, then owner of the town. 

The town had an Education Director, Mary Jane Kinzer, who 
announced she would be registering children for kindergarten at 
Center and North End schools. 

The town itself was in the process of being converted from 
government ownership to cooperative ownership with the Green¬ 
belt Mutual Home Owners Corporation (GMHOC) negotiating 
with the Public Housing Administration (PHA). 

Greenbelt Consumer Services (G.C.S.) was already formed 
and operated fourteen different kinds of businesses. At that time 
Bruce L. Bowman was manager of the G.C.S. Pantry and Edward 
A. Burgoon managed the G.C.S. Service Stations. 

People were commiserating with each other over inflation in 
groceries and Congresswoman Helen Gahagan Douglas (D.-Calif.) 
was asking for price controls. One resident was trapping squirrels 
to save on food costs, the police reported. 

Several issues later, a Cooperator reporter advocated meatless 
meals and low-cost dishes. 

Window shades were in great demand and the PHA manager, 
Charles Cormack, was hard-pressed to supply everyone’s needs. 

Sod also was in limited supply, and Cormack noted that it 
was impossible to sod all the grounds . . . “and maintenance offic¬ 
ials have been able to do only yards where it is absolutely a ne¬ 
cessity.” 

The Greenbelt Theatre was showing “Queen of the Yukon” 
with Irene Rich and Charles Bickford; Lana Turner and Van Hef¬ 
lin in “Green Dolphin Street” were to be seen the following week. 

The Greenbelt High Grizzlies won one baseball game and lost 
another. 

GCS sent letters to all residents of the north end of town 
calling attention to improvements in the grocery store in that area 
and inviting patronage. 

Following numerous complaints of ball playing in courts and 
broken windows, the first . police chief, George Panagoulis, was 
being asked where the ball parks were for the kids to play ball. 

Greenbelt’s Mayor Thomas J. Canning was served with an 
assault warrant after a town council meeting* during which he 
threatened to oust ex-policeman Robert A. Dodge unless order was 
maintained. A hearing was scheduled. 

The Greenbelt Elementary PTA had an afternoon tea during 
which the topic “Sex Education” was discussed. 

After a year-long investigation (the findings were unclear 
due to a split in the consensus of opinions by the investigating 
committee members) cleared him of misconduct in office, Town 
Manager James T. Gobbell, (see his obituary in May 17 News 
Review) resigned from his position to assume another job. 

“Rumors that Greenbelt’s public health clinic is to be closed 
or curtailed in services were emphatically denied . . . The town 
council took note of its previous difficulties from acting on in¬ 
complete advice, and refused to be rushed on the allocation of 
space for a proposed new church building and the National Guard 
Armory.” 

The Cooperator went on record as supporting the drive for 
local ownership of Greenbelt by GMHOC, but was doubtful that 
such ownership would bring about lower taxes, that management 
costs would be reduced (“Is this to be done by cutting salaries 
of office help, or by not making out monthly rent bills”? the paper 
asked), and chided the GMHOC for stating that payments for heat 
would be reduced. “Is this forewarning of less heat in winter, 
less water in summer, or less electricity all year?” the paper 
queried. 

Finally, this item appeared on the front page of the Cooper¬ 
ator and is reprinted without comment: 

“An announcement was made this week by PHA headquar¬ 
ters that a final decision had been reached concerning the disposal 
of Greenbelt homes. 

“. . . The homes will be dismantled and shipped to Europe 
as part of the Marshall Plan and as a practical demonstration of 
our interest in the future of democracy in Europe. 

“Work of dismantling the Greenbelt homes will probably be¬ 
gin sometime in June, according to reliable authorities. It is ex¬ 
pected that the defense homes will be taken down first, since it is 
generally considered that they should come apart quite rapidly. 
. . . Residents should be encouraged to purchase tents as soon as 
possible. The climate here is ideal for camping out in the sum¬ 
mertime.”

dents, running booths; and (3) who 
is to build booths for carnivals. 

Giese proposed that the Labor 
Day Festival be given the entire 
parking lot but that other groups 
be given half the lot for carnivals 
so as to leave parking spaces for 
businessmen, that the law concern¬ 
ing city residents running the 
booths be strictly enforced, and 
that the city build booths for the 
Labor Day Festival only since it 
benefits all organizations and 
funds for this purpose are allocated 
in the city budget. 

Councilman Charles Schwan sug¬ 
gested that Giese’s proposals be ac¬ 
cepted by council. If such policies 
are not acceptable to any group, 
he suggested, they can appeal to 
council and council could then de¬ 
cide. This procedure has been fol¬ 
lowed in the past, he noted. 

Charles Colins, chairman of the 
Advisory Planning Board read a 
recommendation from his commit¬ 
tee upholding the request of Alan 
I. Kay for early construction of 
condominiums on the Glen Ora 
tract. Collins also read a letter 
concerning the access road to the 
proposed Metro station. He said 
that ABP would not make a rec¬ 
ommendation to council until it 
gets further information but would 
do so before public hearings sched¬ 
uled in June, 

Chairman of the Parks and Rec¬ 
reation Board Joseph Wilkinson 
read a letter from his committee 
recommending against the estab¬ 
lishment of a sand lot play area at 
the first fairway of the Springhill 
Lake golf course. PRAB also rec¬ 
ommended pedestrian and bike 
overpasses and walking and bike 
pathways across Kenilworth Ave. 
and 495, and that $500 be allotted 
for secretarial services to the city’s 
committees. 

An ordinance introduced by Wei- 
denfeld appropriating $3,500 from 
the Revenue Sharing Fund to be 
used for the Springhill Lake rec¬ 
reation center for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1973 was passed by 
council. 

Several ordinances were intro¬ 
duced for first reading, including 
one to authorize improvements for 
the Center mall and another to pro¬ 
vide a salary of $2,400 per year for 
the mayor and $2,000 per year for 
other council members. A public 
hearing about the mall renovations 
will be held on Tuesday, June 5.
